it has resorted to barbarities which cannot 
be tolerated in civilized warfare. With this 
as a text the resolution directs the President 
to give notice to both the insurgents and 
Spaniards that the war must cease at once 
and that if it does not the United States will 
intervene and bring peace to Cuba. 

Under the rules such a resolution will lie 

over for a day, but on Wednesday the Sen- 
ator will be at liberty to deliver his long

That negotiations of this character should 
be carried on with a New York firm is con- 
sidered very remarkable in banking circles. 
It marks a new era in American finances, as 
never before have American bankers taken 
any interest in a national debt outside of 
our own. It is further remarkable from the 
fact that a large portion of these bonds is 
held in Germany, Holland, and England. 

It is understood, however, that prominent 
European banks and firms will be interested 
in the negotiation; principal among these 
is the Berlin house of Baron Bleichroeder & 
Co.

Spain Tries to Arouse the Sym- 
pathy of Europe. 


SITUATION IS NOW CRITICAL.

Hearst.]—It is my painful duty to confirm 


the fact that the relations between Spain 
and the United States are now really very 
delicate, such as demands great prudence 
and careful handling. At no time has the 
eit uation been so serious. 

I understand that the American govern- 
ment complained bitterly of the Spanish note 
answering the American note of Dec. 22. 


The American view of the question is that 


Spain had no need to hurry ber answer and 
that to renew with it a quarrel that was in 
course of being averted by means of the 
negotiation of commercial treaties has 
created a serious situation. een 

The Spanish view is that the American 
government could not expect Spain to leave 
unanswered the note of Dec. 22, which was 
of a most serious nature and quite uncalled 
for; that for reasons of prudence ſt was not 
answered until now so as to allow passions 
to cool, but that it was impossible to delay 
the answer longer without involving an in- 
direct abdication of Spanish rights, which 
were unnecessarily attacked by the United 
States. The fact that the negotiation of 
commercial treaties was started by Spain 
and hurried in an uncommon manner is the 
best proof of the sincere desire of Spain for 
peacé with the United States. The provoca- 
tion has always come from Washington, not 
from Madrid. The present quarrel’ was 
started and continued by the American gov- 
ernment in its notes. The United States 
hag also been the first to move warships in 
& menacing manner. Such is the Spanish 
opinion as expressed in official-as well as 
private circles.

Will Ask the United States to Await 


a Fuller Trial of Autonomy

Mew York, ten. A dispatch 
from Washington says: Late tonight a 
cable message was received from Minister 
Woodford. It was delivered at the White 
House and was translated there from the 
telegraphic code into plain English. 

General Woodford reported that he had 
been notified that the text of the answer 
of the Spanish government to the note ad- 
dressed by him to Sefior Sagasta in Decem- 
ber, and to which reference was made in 
President McKinley's annual message to 
Congress, was about completed and he 
would be able to furnish this government 
with a synopsis of it in two or three days. 

“ While not aware of the full contents of 
the communication, he had been given to 
understand in general terms, he said, that 
the Spanish Ministry requested the United 
States to give the policy of autonomy a 
fuller and fairer trial before taking any ac- 
tion in the Cuban situation. The Minister 
also gave in his dispatch the important in- 
formation that the note did not change the 
situation between Spain and the United 
States in the least.“ 

London, Feb. 8.—The Madrid correspond- 
ent of the Daily Mail says the response of 
Sefior Sagasta, delivered on Sunday, was to 
United States Minister Woodford’s Decem- 
ber note. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—Inquiry at the 
State department develops the fact that no 
instructions additional to those under which 
he was acting in relation to the termina- 
tion of the war in Cuba have been sent to 
Minister Woodford, and when he presented 
an additional note to the Spanish Foreign 
Office last Saturday, as has been reported, 
he was simply carrying out the instructions 
from the President, of which the latter gave 
an abstract in his annual message to Con- 
gress when it assembled in December last.

Colonel A. C. Babcock. an old resident of 
Chicago and Illinois and actively identified 
in a business and political way with the his- 
tory of the State is lying dangerously il! at 
the Palmer House. He has been confined 
to his bed for several weeks from a com- 
plication of diseases, but it has been only 
within the last two weeks that he has con- 
sented to have medical care. On Sunday 
his condition was such that the absent mem- 
bers of his family were sent for. Late last 
night he rallied somewhat, but slight hopes 
are held out as to his recovery. 


Comes West with a Fortune. 


Colonel Babcock was born in Penn Yan 


came of a prominent and wealthy family, 
his father having been a member of Con- 
gress in that district, and when young Bab- 
cock came to Canton, Fulton County, III., 
in 1846, he had with him $20,000 or $25,000 
in cash, which was considered a princely 
sum in those days. He at once embarked 
in the general mercantile business at Can- 
ton, giving his store the name of the Res- 
ulator.” He also became interested in land 
speculation to a considerable extent, and 
in 1858, in connection with Frank Farwell, 
built the Buda branch of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy railroad, which extend- 
ed from Yates City south to Canton. 

His most notable business enterprise, 
however, was his active connection with the 
building of the great Texas State Capitol at 
Austin, with his son-in-law, ex-Congress- 
man Abner Taylor, and John V. and C. B. 
Farwell. The firm name was Taylor, Bab- 
cock & Co. The Capitol was begun in 1581, 
and was completed in seven years. It cost 
over $3,000,000, was the seventh largest 
building in the world, and the second largest 
in the United States, the Capitol at Wash- 
ington standing first. Its dimensions are 
566 feet in length and to the top of the dome 
811 feet. 

Big Land Grant for Pay. 

For the construction of this building 
Colonel Babcock and his associates were 
deeded by the Texas Legislature a grant 
of 3,050,125 acres of land in the Pan-Handle 
country, embracing parts of the Counties 
of Dailam, Harley, Oldham, Deafsmith, 
Palmer, Lamb, Cistro, and Hockley. To 
obtain the money with which to carry on the 
construction of the building the Capitol Free- 
hold Land and Investment company, lim- 
ited, of London was organized, and on the 
debentures of this company about $7,000,000 
was raised. With this sum the building was 
carried to completion and 1,000 miles of 
fence were built around the Pan-Handle 
claim. 

On this land there are said to be today 
180,000 head of cattle. Colonel Babcock dis- 
posed for the greater part of his holdings 
in this land, In 1890, owing to difficulty in

them. The matter dragged along for two. 
or three years, and was finally settled with- 
out coming to trial. 

Colonel Babcock also became interested in 
several Colorado mining projects in addition 
to general land speculation, which he fol- 
lowed up to within the last two or three 
years. 


Conspicuous in Illinois Politics. 

Politically he has been a conspicuous figure 
in the State until within the last few years. 
Before the war he was a Whig, after which 
he became identified with the Republican 
party, and was chairman of the State Central 
committee from 1866 until 1878. Although 
frequently within his power, he has held but 
two political positions in his life. He was 
a member of the State Legislature of 1856, 
which elected Lyman Trumbull United 
States Senator, and during Lincoln's first 
Presidential term he served as United States 
Assessor. He was on terms of strong per- 
sonak friendship with Lincoln, and it was at 
the latter’s suggestion that he voted for 
Trumbull. His election to the Legislature 
was by the narrow margin of one vote. 

On one occasion, just after the war, he was 
offered the unanimous nomination for Gov- 
ernor on the Republican ticket, but declined 
the honor.

New York, Feb. 7.—[Special. ]—Preliminary 
steps toward the complete rehabilitation of 
the Standard Oil trust are being taken by 
John D. Rockefeller and che other multimil- 
lionaires who control the oil fields of the 
world. The trust is too unwieldy in its pres- 
ent shape, and the big dividend which it de- 
clares quarterly on its $100,000,000 of liqui- 
dating certificates’"’—which are nothing 
more than collateral trust stock certificates 
issued in exchange for the stock of various 
small companies forming the trust—attracts 
too much attention from the Legislatures 
and people. 

When this change is to come only those 
in the councils of the company know, though 
the secret has leaked out that the reorgan- 
ization plan is being thought out by the mas- 
ter legal minds in the pay of the trust. 
When its details are announced the enemies 
of trusts will be greatly surprised. It will 


set at naught all anti-trust laws in the coun-~ 
try and challenge, by its ingeniuos construc- — 


tion, the efforts of lawmakers to attack it. 

Thus far no details are vouchsafed. There 
is only the report which comes from several 
parts of the country simultaneously. But 


this report is so firmly believed by Wall street 


that it put up the price of Standard Oil cer- 
tificates, which closed at 403 on Saturday, 
to 430 today. Wall street believed that the 
plan is to organize the whole trust into one 
giant company with an elastic charter which, 
will permit it to carry on Its enormous and 
diversified business without violation of any 
law.

FRANCE’S INTERESTS IN CHINA. 


Officials Proud of Results Accomplished 
and Satisfied with the Russian 
| Alliance. 


Paris, Feb. 7. In the Chamber of Deputies 
today Francois Deloncle, Deputy for Castel 
lane, raised a debate on the governments 
foreign policy, M. Hanotaux, the Foreign 
Minister, pointed out in the course of his 
reply the exclusive advantages France had 
recently secured in southern China. In 
every case, he said, France had obtuined 
compensation for injury to her interes.s or 
subjects in China, together with the punish- 
ment of the culprits, and these 1 
during the last two years, had reached a tota 
of 4,600,000 francs, French diplomacy, con- 
tinued M. Hanotaux, was active; but he re- 
gretted the timidity amounting to indiffer- 
ence of the French traders. France was con- 
vinced that any cataclysm causing a disrup- 
tion in China would have the most terrible 
consequences; and the government's aim was 
to work hand in hand with the other powers 
for the peaceful development of the country.

MAY RETALIATE ON GERMANY. 


United States Not Likely to Overlook 
Unwarranted Discrimination on 
Meats and Fruits. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—Ambassador 
White at Berlin has conflrmed the press 
reports of the ratification of the decree of 
the German Government relative to the 
importation into Germany of American fresh 
fruits. It is said there is now nothing to do 
on our part but to watch the workings of 
the decree as a means of tésting the spirit 
in which it was conceived. 

Germany discriminates against American 
hams because some of them are treated by 
the dry process with boracic acid for pur- 
poses of preservation. This is declared to 
be a poison. In Germany hams are treated 
by the wet process with 30 per cent of boracic 
acid, 80 per cent of nitrate of potash, and 20 
per cent of common salt. 

In view of the composition of this prep- 
aration, it appéars that the Court of Cor- 
rection permits the use of a limited quan- 
tity of bordic acid by the people of Ger- 
many in the curing of their meats, while it 
condemns and forbids the use of the same 
article in the meats coming from America. 

American lumber is now the subject of dis- 
crimination at the hands of the Prussian 
government, according to the report of the 
United States Consul at Bremen, Mr. Keenan. 
The Consul transmits the complaints of a 
number of lumber deaiers against what they 
regard as discriminating charges against 
the carriage of American pitch pine levied 
by the Prussian railway. This pitch pine is 
listed as class 1, at a higher rate than class 
2, on which is listed similar wood from Swe- 
den, Norway, and other countries. It is 
also said that American pitch pine is al- 
lowed to go at the lower rate if the officials 
do not know where it originates. The trade 
is considerable, and this Prussian railroad is 
the only means by which the wood can be 
taken into the interior, so the discrimination 
is keenly felt, says the Consul.

LEE TELLS OF RUIZ’S EXECUTION 


State Department Correspondence on 
the Subject Submitted to House 
. of Representatives, 


Washington, D, C., Feb. 7.—The President 
today transmitted to the House the reports 
from Concul General Lee relative to the ex- 
ecution of Colonel Ruiz, which the House 
called for by resolution. These reports con- 
sist of two dispatches to the State depart- 
ment from General Lee. The first, under 
date of Dec. 21, is in the form of a narrative 
account of the circumstances attending the 


execution. 

“As a matter of public interest,” says Gen- 
eral Lee, I have the honor to inform the 
department that on Monday, Dec. 13, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Don Joaquin Ruiz of the 


camp of the Captain General, an officer well 
and favorably known in the city, visited 
Colonel Aranguren, an active and enterpris- 
‘ing insurgent chief, with whom he had been 
formerly well acquainted, as he had been in 
his employment when Ruiz had charge of 
the water works of this city. Colonel Ruiz 
left here at 6 a. m. on Monday, Dec. 13, 
alighting at Camp Flovido, twenty-one miles 
from this city, where he breakfasted with 
the Spanish commander, and in company 
with practicos (guides), a white man and a 
negro, he rode on horseback in the direc- 


tion of Aranguren’s camp. | 
Meeting with Aranguren. 


After he had proceeded two leagues he 
was met by Aranguren, who was mounted 
and had an escort of fourteen cavalrymen. 
Colonel Ruiz, after the exchange of saluta- 
tions, began a speech to Aranguren and his 
party, setting forth the prospective glories 
of autonomic rule, and, I am advised, made 
offers upon the part of the authorities here 
for the surrender of his command, where- 
upon Aranguren, acting under the instruc- 
tions of his General-in-Chief, Maximo Go- 
mez, had Colonel Ruiz and his two men 
executed. | 

It will be remembered that in November 
last Gomez issued a proclamation ordering 
his officers to put to death any person or 
persons that should approach them with the 
effort to make them traitors to their com- 
ra des or catise or to Induce them to accept 
autonomy under Spanish rule. Aranguren, 
previous to the war, lived in Hivana with 
his mother, but has since been a bold and 
active officer of the ineurgents ranks. 

“In accordance with a request made to 
me by the Russian Consul and other friends 
of Colonel Ruiz, and with the knowledge, 
consent, and approval of General Blanco, I 
made the attempt to save the life of the 
Spanish officer by sending to him Ernesto 
Tosea, as my representative nere, with the 
following note: | 

Havana, Dec. 16, 1897.—Mr. Nestor Aranguren— 
My Dear Sir: I am informed that a Spanish offi- 
cer named Colonel Joaquin Ruis is your prisoner, 
I write to say that the said officer is a personal 
friend of mine and has shown me kindness and 
courtesy since my arrival in Havana, I there- 
fore request you, as a special favor to me, to re- 
lease Colonel Ruiz and to allow him to return to 
this capital. The bearer of this note, Mr. Ernesto 
Tosca, is my personal representative, and I com- 
mend him to you. FITZHUGH LEE. 

“T regret to say,” continues General Lee, 
“that my representative did not reach the 
insurgent camp in time to deliver said note 
before Colonel Ruiz’s execution, which had 
taken place on the day of Ruiz’'s arrival.“ 


Cuban Report of the Execution.

TELL OF LATTIMER SHOOTING. 


Eye Witnesses of the Affray Between 
Sheriff Martin's Posse and the 
Strikers on the Stand.

witkesbarre, Pa., Feb. 7.—The first wit- 
ness in the trial of Sheriff Martin and his 
deputies today was Silas Jones, justice of 
the peace of West Hazleton. He stated that 
he had seen the meeting of the deputies and. 
strikers at West Hazleton and followed the 
deputies to Lattimer. He saw Sheriff Mar- 
tin advance toward them with a paper in 
his hand. Some of them surrounded him, 
and an altercation occurred, but the witness 
could not see exactly how the altercation 
commenced or how it terminated. He heard 
a couple of shots and then a volley, and 
saw several men fall. Two who fell near 


him were dead. He was asked what the 


spectators said after the shooting. The de- 
fense objected. 

‘After listening to all the arguments the 
court sustained the objection, thus shutting 
out the evidence. This is considered as an 
important point gained for the defense. 
John Yeager, a Slavonian, who required 
an interprefer, said he had seen the deputies 
on their way to Lattimer on the day of the 
shooting. All were armed with rifles, but he 
could not see whether the Sheriff had any 
weapons. 

When court met again in the afternoon 
George Yeager resumed his testimony. He 
joined the strikers and marched with them 
to Lattimer. He described the meeting with 

the Sheriff, and said the Sheriff drew his re- 
volver and pointed it at the strikers. He 
grabbed one of them and pulled him out from 
the others, all the time holding the pistol at 
his breast. Then some one shouted to shoot 


After the first few shots,“ said the wit- 
ness, there was a volley and then a num- 
ber of separate shots, and eleven men were 
killed in five minutes and lots wounded.” 

The witness saw two men run forward sev- 
eral paces from tho line of deputies, but 
could not remember them. Mr. Lenahan con- 
ducted the cross-examination, but did not 
change the witness’ story materially. He 
said that during the course of the examina- 
tion he could point out any deputy who was 
present at the shooting, and the defense 
immediately scored a strong point by calling 
up in front of the witness stand John Hamp- 
ton, Chief of the Coal and Iron Police. Yea- 
ger was asked if he had seen Hampton with 
the deputies. 

“ Yes,” he exclaimed; “ he was in the line 
and was holding his rifle this way,” and he 
illustrated the position. * 

The defense will prove that Hampton was 
not on the scene at all, but was in Hazleton 
at the time. 

The next witness was Christopher Brehen, 
a miner of Cranberry. Brehen said he was 
at West Hazleton when the strikers arrived, 
and that he talked with Bornheiser, one of 
the deputies who wanted him to join the 
deputies. Bornheiser said; Every one of 
these —— strikers ought to be shot.“

pressly-states that neither the Marquis 
d’Oyley, who was originally John Henry 
Evans, nor any of his descendants shall re- 
ceive anything from the Thomas W. Evang 
estate. This clause follows the above prow 
vision in the wilt: i 

“This I do after mature reflection and for 
reasons known as well to said John Henry | 
Evans as to me.“ 

These reasons, according to Thomas W, 
Hvans, were that John Henry wore decoras 
tions to which he had no right; that he had 
‘assumed the title of Baron without authority 
from the College of Heralds; that he fale.

Marquis d’Oyley by the Pope. John Henry's 
decorations were particularly disagreeable 
to Dr. Evans, who looked upon the other as 
a presumptuous imitator of himself, the mos 
decorated man in Eurcpe.

UNCLE SAM FEEDS THE WORLD. 


Heavy Orders for Supplies for the 
Armies and Navies Received in 
Chicago and Other Cities. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 7.—The officials 
of the Pacific Mail Steamship company say 
that within the last few days there has been 
an astonishing increase in the shipment of 
food supplies to the Orient, consequent upon 
the gathering in China waters of the Eng- 
lish, German, French, and Russian war- 
ships. They also state that a few days 
ago a representative of the English govern- 
ment placed an order in Kansas City for 
2,000 tons of beef to be sent to the English 
fleet in China waters. 

The Russian government, they also state, 
nas given a big order to two Chicago houses 
for canned goods and beef, part of which 
will be sent from this port to the Orient, 
and the remainder by way of Vancouver or 
Seattle. The agent of the Russian govern- 
ment has an order for 1,200 tons of beef. 
This order for canned goods is intended as 
part of the supplies for the Russian troops 
now being sent from Odessa to the Man- 
churian frontier. Agents of the French 
and German governments have also placed 
orders for meat supplies both in Omaha 


and Chicago.

JAPS TO INVADE GOLD FIELDS. 


Five Thousand Laborers Direct from 
Japan Are Preparing to Swoop 
Down Upon Dawson. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 7.—Japan is going 
to invade the Klondike. A standing army 
of 5,000 able-bodied laborers is being got 
together for the gold flelds, and in a month 
or so they will make a descent upon Dawson. 
One of the Nippon Yuren Kaisha steamers 
will bring them here, but as they will not 
land on the soil of the United States there 
will be no one to say them nay, unless Great 
Britain takes a hand inthe matter. One of 
the Japanese steamers that has been carry- 
ing laborers will be used to carry them to 
their destination. It is added that the Jap- 
anese will be brought over by a syndicate, 
and trouble in the Klondike is predicted. 

New Carlisle, Ind., Feb. 7.— [Special. 
About 100 Betrien County farmers will leave 
on Monday for Alaska. Frank Phiscator, 
the Klondike King, who started a few days 
ago, has made the fruit farmers of this 
vicinity wild with the stories of great find- 


ings and they have sold their farms to get 


to the land of yellow metal. 

St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 7.—[Special.}—The 
Klondike craze is taking as strong a hold 
on the St. Louisan of 08 as did the Califor- 
nia craze of 10, when St. Louis was the 
starting point for thousands of people, who 
struck out across the trackless plains for 
the land of gold. It is estimated that within 
the next two months 1,000 men fully equipped 
for the arduous journey will leave St. Louis, 
and the number of men out of work and anx- 
ious to go if they had the price is not less 
than 5,000.

Albany, N. T., Feb. 7.—[Speclal. I For 
nearly three hours tonight the Senate de- 
bated the resolution of censure to United 
States Senator Murphy for his vote in favor 
of the Teller resolution. The question was 
then still undisposed of and the debate was 
deferred for a week.

WILLIAMS IS TO RESIGN. 


PRESIDENT OF NEW YORK CHEMIC- 
AL NATIONAL WILL RETIRE, 


Journal Says He Will Be Out of the 
Active Management of the Bank by | 


the End of the Year—He Retuses to 
Discuss the Statement — Grable 
Leaves St. Louis—Supposed to Have 
Started for Chicago. 


New York, Feb. 7.—[{Special.]—The Jour- 
nal says: Before the end of the year 
George G. Williams will have resigned his 
position as President of the Chemical Na- 
tional Bank, a position which he has held for 
more thar? a quarter of a century with the 
greatest credit to himself and to the insti- 
tution. He is now over the allotted three- 
score and ten, and desires to retire from 
the active management of such vast inter- 
ests. Though excessively busy in straight- 
ening out the errors of former Cashier Quin- 
lan, so soon as matters are adjusted he will 
retire from the active management of the 
bank, relegating those duties to one young- 
er.“ Mr. Williams refused to discuss this 
statement, which comes from a person in- 


timately connected with the bank's affairs. 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 7.—[{Special.]--Francis 
Cato Grable, the promoter, left this city this 
afternoor. His trunks were shipped Bast 
over the Big Four, but their destination 
could not be learned. It is suspected that 
they were sent to East St. Louis, whence the 
financier left for Chicago.

BREAD LOAVES TO BE LIGHTER. 


Probability That the Bake Shops Will 
Reduce the Size in Order to 
Make More Money. 


Housewives who buy theirwially bread from 
the corner grocer whose supplies come from 
the big bake shops of the city will do well 
to weigh the loaves in the future to see that 
they are not an ounce or two light. 

According to a rumor, which owes its ori- 
gin to a recent secret meeting of the owners 
cf the larger bake shops of the city, the 
loaves are to be lighter in the future. The 
bakers deny the story, but fail to give a sat- 
isfactory explanation of the secret meeting 
in which the majcrity of the bakeries in the 
city was represented. The meeting was 
held in the Schiller Bullding a few days 
ago. Since then the rumor has spread that 
the bakers of the city intended following the 
lead of those of most Eastern cities by cov- 
ering their shortage in profits, due to the 
high price of flour, by m&king the loaves 
lighter if not smaller. 

The bakers employed in the big shops say 
they have not received the order to put 
more holes and less flour in the bread, 
but among the men it is rumored that the or- 
der will go into effect this week. 

The foreman of one of the largest shops 
in the city said last night: 

The bosses held a big meeting a week 
ago and, according to reports, it was de- 
cided to cut down the size or weight of the 
loaves. The men have no objection; it is 
easier to make small loaves than big ones. 
It may prompt the men to ask for more 
wages. Weare now working for less money 
than at any time in the history of the city. 
Honest loaves should weigh sixteen ounces. 
There are few bake shops in the city that 
turn out such loaves. One hundred pounds 
of good flour will make about 120 loaves of 
sixteen ounces: There are many shops 
in the city that turn out thousands of loaves 
under fifteen ounces. I understand that 
the present cut will make them about four- 
teen ounces. Instead of 120 loaves to 100 
pounds of flour, the boss bakers will sell 
140 or 150, and the profit will cover the rise 
in the price of flour and leave a tidy profit 
for the thrifty baker. Bread is not the only 
thing which will be sold lighter in the 
future. Pastry and cakes are more easily 
adulterated than bread. Ammonia and 
other cheap chemicals are used and in this 
way the public is most frequently robbed 
and cheated, if not slowly poisoned by un- 
scruplous dealers and bakers of cheap 
bakery goods.“ 


Federal Judge at Trenton, N. J., Refuses 
Relief to Democrats 
: by Collector Moffet. 


Trenton, N. J., Feb. 7.—{Special.}—Judge 
Kirkpatrick filed an opinion in the United 
States Circuit Court today against the three 
Democratic Deputy Internal Revenue Col- 
lectors who sought to prevent their removal 
from office by invoking the ald of the Fed- 
eral Courts. The Judge decides that the 
three deputies must give up their situations 
to the three Republicans appointed by Col- 
lector Isaac C. Moffet of the New Jersey 
District. 

He holds that the power of removal resting 
in the appointing power, subject though it be 
to certain Umitations, cannot be reviewed 
by an appeal to the courts. The result of 
such a course, he says, would be a break- 
ing-down of all discipline in every adminis- 
trative department of the government. 

The Judge says: While these rules and 
regulations may have force and effect of law 
upon subordinate administrative officers, 
they cannot give to officeholders vested 
rights in their offices, nor can a court of 
equity regard them as conferring property 
rights which it is within their province to

Ladies“ Auxiliary Organized 
to Help Re-elect Powers. 


MRS. J. M’GUIRK IS CHIEF. 


Think Injustice Has Been Done 
Alderman as a Man. 


DE STEFANO SEEKS A WRIT. 


Driven to desperation by evidences of in- 
creasing strength in the forces that are op- 
posed to his re@lection to the City Council 
from the Nineteenth Ward, Algerman Pow- 
ers has at last called to his aid the wives 
and daughters and sisters of his political 
allies, and as a result the Ladies’ Auxilia 
of the Nineteenth Ward Democratic cl 
was organized last evening. . 

The new organization, that starts out with 
a membership of about thirty women, from 
now until April 5 proposes to do battle for 
the cause of the politician who heretofore 
has sought to belittle the forces massed 
against him by raising the cry of Petti- 
coat politicians.”

Among those present were a considerable 
number of women related to politicians who 
are allied to Alderman Powers in the fight, 
including several who hold or have held po- 
sitions under the city government through 
the aid of the Alderman. 

What the women's plan of campaign will 
be none would state. The object of the or- 
ganization, however, was stated by Mrs. 
Burgess, as follows: ’

HAS CHANGED HIS BILI. 


RICHARD MANSFIELD APPEARS IN 


It Will Be Repeated Tonight and at the 
Saturday Matinee, the Balance of 
the Week Being Devoted to “ The 
Devil's Disciple”—What Satire, in 
Its Proper Sense, Consists O0f—Com- 
parison with “The Devil’s Disci- 
ple „Cast Much Like Last Year. 


Mr. Richard Mansfield presented “ Arms 
and the Man last night at the Grand Opera 
House for the first time during the present 
engagement. Mr. Bernard Shaw's little com- 
edy will be repeated tonight and next Sat- 
urday matinée, the rest of the week being 
devoted to The Devil's Disciple.” All those 
who take an interest in Mr. Shaw’s work 
should grasp the opportunity to get a general 
idea of his point of view asa dramatist. The 
performance of The Devil's Disciple“ has 
given rise to such a lamentable amount of 
mistaken enthusiasm and mistaken censure 
that it is to be hoped a gleam of light 
may be thrown upon the darkness of misap- 
prehension by taking these two comedies to- 
gether and arguing from one to the other; 
for it must be understood that Mr Shaw’s 
attitude in Arms and the Man” and in 
The Devil's Disciple is precisely the same. 

The obtuse person naturally takes Mr. 
Shaw’s wgrk in the same spirit that he would 
accept Mr. Rose’s, and naturally finds the 
former stupid. He can understand “ Under 
the Red Robe” because it has a story and 
plenty of excitement. . 

Arms and the Man has little story and 
no hairbreadth escapes at all; consequently 
it is a poor play, judged by the romantic 
etandard. Next tc the obtuse person comes 
the high school scholar, who sees Mr. Shaw 
is laughing at somebody or something, but is 
rot perfectly sure. And so he calls Arms 
and the Man” a satire and thinks that he 
has settled the question. And to tell the 
truth, he has gone about as far on the road 
to a proper understanding as nine-tenths of 
the people who laugh and applaud Mr. Mans- 
field in the character of Captain Bluntschli. 
As a matter of fact satire lu not the word to 


use it in its correct sense, which has rather 
been lost through the errors of people who 
handle language carelessly. Satire is now- 
adays taken to imply an exaggerated rep- 
resentation of human foibles, in fact a fine 
form of burlesque. , 

If such be the connotation of the word Mr. 
Shaw is not a satirist at all. On the other 
hand, if we use the word satire as it was 
originally employed by Horace and Juvenal, 
then Mr. Shaw is perhaps the most finished 
satirist, Mr. George Meredith excepted, in 


When Horace described his meeting with 
the bore upon the Appian way he was de- 
scribing an incident which actually took 
place in real life. In the same way all the 
characters in his satires are absolutely real. 
They only differ from other characters in 
poetry because they are 80 real. 

Similarly Mr. Shaw's characters are entire- 
ly true to life, just as Mr. Gillette’s and Mr. 
Rose’s are entirely false. The satire con- 
sists in the attitude of the playwright, who 
commends these characters to the tender 
mercies of his audiences with just a side 
glance in the direction of the stucco figures 
of the romantic stage, sufficient to suggest 
the comparison between the false and the 
real without forcing it too strongly upon 
their notice. 

In other words, satire in its proper sense 
consists in speaking the truth with an under- 
lying appreciation of the ludicrous differ- 
ence between poems OF they are and people 

s they pretend to , 

“Now this kind of satire is obviously lost 
upon an audience that thinks of Captain 
Bluntschli as a burlesque soldier with a 
weakness for candy. And yet that is pre- 
cisely the attitude of the larger part of Mr. 
Mansfield’s audiences. Bluntschli is emi- 
nently a human person with an uncommonly 
fine consideration for his own safety such as 
every soldier ought to have, and he eats 
chocolate because it is the most convenient 
form of no dur u Campaign 
where food is scarce. The satire, of course, 
lies in the contrast between this real soldier 
and the mock heroic Suranoff, who is just 
as true to life, but is also true to the stage. 
Suranoff is just the sort of person that Mr. 
Faversham is always impersonating, the 
only difference being that Mr. Faversham’s 
heroes die heroes, apparently believing in 
themselves; whereas Suranoff down in his 
heart knows that he is only a sham hero 
all the time, although he is not quite so 
ready to acknowledge it as the more quick 
witted girl who has helped to put him on his 
pedestal. 

So it is with The Devil's Disciple.“ A 
great many people dislike the new play be- 
cause Mr. Shaw has made his chief woman 
character so absolutely weak. Others re- 
gard Mrs. Anderson as a parody upon real 
life. Both, of course, missing the author's 
intention, which was simply to show them, 
if only once in their lives, a real human char- 
acter on the stage. 

Arms and the Man“ was as usual excel- 
lently presented by Mr. Mansfield and his 
company. Miss Beatrice Cameron always 
excels herself in this comedy, as she does in 
Mr. Shaw’s new play, and the rest of the cast 
was much the same as last season, save for 
the fact that Mr. Forrest takes the place of 
Mr. Henry Jewitt. :

BANON THE SUCKERS) 


Candy Said to Carry the 


Germs of Many Diseases. 


DEATH ATTRIBUTED TOIT 


Diphtheria and Croup Passed 
from Mouth to Mouth. 


HABIT OF SCHOOL PUPILS. 


— 


Since the formation of the chewing gum 
trust, the candy trust, and the peanut trust 
the lot of the school childrén of Chicago 
has not been one of unalloyed bliss. But 
now the bacteriologists have taken up the 
cudgels against them and their present-day 
solace. The confection known and loved 
under the name of the all-day sucker ”’ is 
to be taken from them also, or ought to be. 
In the view of the bacteriologists the famil- 
lar and fascinating “ all-day sucker is a 
thing to be dreaded and is a perfect clearing- 
house for mouth germs. It is proven that 
diphtheria, croup, measles, and other 4dis- 
eases have been spread from child to child 
by the “ all-day sucker,” and, according to 
the best authorities, several fatal cases of 
diphtheria during the last few months are 
directly due to the confection. 

Nearly every school child knows what the 
*“ all-day sucker” is, while those who went 
to school will recognize it as the old-time 
* taffy-on-a-stick.”’ Under its new name the 
confection is just as tempting and lasting as 


it ever was. Its ingredients are few and 


simple, it being chiefly composed of gum- 
arabic, glucose,and sugar. Stuck on the end 
of a stick, sold three for one cent, and guar- 
anteed to last, even in the face of the most 
vigorous attack, for several hours, the “ all- 
day sucker”’ not only recommends itself to 
the youthful student cn economical grounds, 
but also on account of the fact that it gives 
him an opportunity to display his generosity 
among the other children by giving all who 
ask it a taste and a bite. It is due to this 
last fact that the fall of the sucker” has 
been decreed. Every school teacher is fa- 
miliar with the “ all-day sucker and has 
seen hundreds of them passed stealthily 
from pupil to pupil, each taking a bite at the 
candy and passing it on to the next pupil. 
All sensible school teachers realize the ob- 
jection to it. 


_ Diphtheria Comes from It. 


Recently the danger lurking in this un- 
wholesome habit of passing candy from 
mouth to mouth has been impressed on the 
City Health department. Several cases of 
diphtheria, one of which proved fatal, have 
been traced directly to the confection, and 
much sore throat, croup, and sore mouth 
have been traced to the same source. 

Dr. William K. Jaques, director of the 
diphtheria antitoxin staff of the Health 
department, was among the first to trace 
the germs of disease to the sucker.“ One 
of his little patients died, and two other 
members of the same family came near 
dying from diphtheria. On investigation it 
was learned that the child had brought 
home an “all-day sucker” from school 
after having passed it around among his 
classmates, and had offered it to his older 
brother and sister, requesting that they too 
take a little bite.“ Dr. Jaques at once be- 
gan a careful investigation of all cases of 
diphtheria among school children and traced 
a lange percentage of these cases directly 
to the sucker. There are now but five cases 
of diphtheria in the city. The doctor doss 
not say they are due to the disgusting habit, 
but he points out the plain possibilities in it. 


Jaques Tells of the Evil. 


Dr. Jaques says: This candy has been re- 
sponsible for a number of small ¢pidemics 
of diphtheria throughout the city. It is 
composed of slowly dissolving glucose on a 
stick, fancifully flavored and colored. Be- 
cause of their cheapness and lasting quali- 
ties these are purchased by school children 
in large quantities. Owing to their staying 
quality they are likely to pass through 
many hands and as many mouths before 
they are finally disposed of. If any child 
interested in this exchange is infected with 
the germs causing diphtheria this candy is 
an excellent means of distribution. 

I was recently called in consultation to 
see a malignant case of diphtheria. Ob- 
serving a partially dissolved ‘ all-day suck- 


er’ on the floor I spoke to the father about - 


it as an excellent means for spreading diph- 
theria. He replied that just before Christ- 
mas there had been a rage among the chil- 
dren for this form of candy, and that im- 
mediately following there had been an epi- 
demic of sore throats, scarcely a house on 
the street having been free from this visi- 
tation. I called upon one of the candy stores 
for samples, and was informed that the style 
in ‘ all-day suckers’ had changed. 
Originally they were large and sold for 
one cent each; now they are about the size 
of a dollar, and four times as thick, and sell 
three for one cent. The schools in residence 
districts are not free from saccharine 
temptations. If no stores are in the im- 
mediate vicinity there is always sure to be, 
before or after school and at recess, an 
Italian peddler with his cart case of candies, 
popcorn, and peanuts within convenient dis- 


nce. 

The evil is not so much in the candy as 
in the opportunity it affords for the ex- 
change .of mouth germs. Just where the 
remedy lies is a question yet to be solved.” 

Commissioner of Health Reynolds has be- 
come interested in the matter, and it is 
more than probable that some method of 
discouraging the indiscriminate use of the 
“all-day sucker will be devised. It Is 
likely the school teachers will be called on 
to assist the Health department in its ef- 
fort to discourage the sucker habit. 


OWNED BY CHICAGO WOMEN. 


Pairpoint Manufacturing Company of 
New Bedford, Mass., Goes Into 
| Hands of Receivers.

New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 7.—[Special.]— 
The Pairpoint Manufacturing company of 
this city went into the hands of Loum 
Snow, Clarence A. Cook, and Gilbert Allen, 
receivers appointed by the United States 
Circuit Court, this afternoon. Liabilities 
are placed at $500,000, with assets some- 
thing in excess of that amount. The capi- 
tal is 81.000, 000. 

The concern has been running behind for 
several years, and the recent competition of 
sterling silver manufacturers and the re- 
fusal of outside banks after the cotton. mill 
failures of last spring to handle the com- 
pany’s paper brought matters to a head. 
A controlling interest in the stock was 
owned by Edward D. Mandell, passing after 
his death into the hands of his daughters, 
Mrs. Hensy B. Stone and Mrs. Bertha M. 
Dewindt of Chicago. 

The entire force of over. 300 hands was 
discharged this afternoon. It is hoped to 
pay 100 cents on the dollar. Receivers will 
probably be applied for in other States.

MORE REVENUE NEEDED. 
The total receipts of the general gov- 
erument for the first seven months of this 
fiscal year, beginning July 1 last, exceeded 
the expenditures by a million dollars. The 
credit of this slender surplus does not be- 
long to the Dingley law, however, but to 
the President, who made the Union Pacific 
syndicate pay the government every dollar 
of principal and interest due it from that 
road. 
If it had not been for the 38 millions 
paid over by that syndicate the Treasury 
would haye had to draw on ‘the remain-

_ WHY DR. ‘HALL RESIGNED. 
The Presbyterian denomination in the 
United States was surprised and astonished 
several weeks ago by the antwuncement 
that the Rev. John Hall, one of the oldest 
and best known of its preachers, had re- 
signed the pastorate of the Fifth Avenue 
Chureh in Greater New York. At a meet- 
ing held last Wednesday evening, as will 
be seen by an article elsewhere in this 
issue, it Was officially announced, however, 
that he had withdrawn his resignation and 
would continue as pastor of the church. 
This report of the committee containing 
the withdrawal was unanimously approved 
by the congregation, but the trouble did 
not end there. The existence of factions 
in the church became apparent and some- 
thing like a schism manifested itself. 
On Sunday last the trouble became mote 
pronounced when Dr. Hall read from the 
pulpit the resignation of seven of the 
trustees who are the financial backers 
and governors of the church and announced 
the date for a meeting to elect their stc- 
cessors, Naturally both inside and outside 
the church public curiosity was excited 
to learn the causes of these successive 
resignations. On the one hand it was 
claimed that the dissatisfaction with Dr. 
Hall was occasioned by his defense of one 
Hermann Warzawiak, a Hebrew mis- 
sionary who was expeiled from the church 
upon charges made last summer, the friends 
of Hall asserting that the expulsion was 
due to anti-Semitic influences. Other mem- 
bers of the church, among them some of the 
trustees, however, assign an entirely dif- 
ferent teason. They say that the church 
is going down hill, that the expense of run- 
ning it is too heavy, that the membership 
has declined, that pews which a few years 
ago tented for $3,000 have recently gone 
begging at an annual rental of $5, and 
that the contributions to missions have 
steadily diminished. In 1889, it is said, the 
contributions to home missions were $44,- 
000; in 1897, $12,000. In 1888 the 
church gave $28,000 to foreign missions; 
in 1897, 80,000. In 1888 it gave the 
Presbyterian Board of Education $2,900: 
in 1807 only $666, and so on. If all of 
these statements are true, evidently from 
& business point of view it should have 
given nothing to missions last year, but 
should have husbanded its resources so 
as to have met expenses and had a surplus 
as it did eight or ten years ago, even when

COCKRELL’S FALSE PRETENSES. 
In the course of the debate on the Teller 


resolution Senator Cockrell of Missouri, 


What kind of money are they? They are con- 
stitutional money. They are the money of the 
constitution. They are the only kind of legal 
money in existence in the United States or that 
can be. Let us see. The constitution says: 

„ Congress shall have power . to coin 
money, regulate the value thereof, and of for- 
eign coin, and fix the standard of weights and 


measures, 
„No State shall . . coin money; [or] make 


anything but gold and silver coin a tender in pay- 
ment of debts.’’ ; 
The only power given Is to coin money—that is, 
to coin gold and silver, not gold or silver, but 
gold and silver; and then to regulate the value 
of such coined money—that is, to declare the legal 
tender, the debt-paying power, of such coined 
money, and also of foreign coins. 

Mr. President, I say that Congress has no au- 
thority, under the constitution, to deny equal 
coinage of silver with gold. I say that Congress 
cannot demonetize silver, nor can it demonetize 
gold. They are the money of the constitution. 
They are the money therein authorized. ; 
Similar statements have been made often 
in the past by Bryan and other free silver- 
ites. Their object is to make ignorant peo- 
ple believe that the constitution makes it 


the duty of Congress not merely to authorize 


that those dollars shalf contain 371% grains 
of pure silyer—neither more nor less—no 
matter what the commercial value of silver 
bullion may be, and to make those coins 
legal tender. | 
When Senator Cockrell states that Con- 
gress cannot, under the constitution, deny 
equal coinage of silver with gold” he de- 
sires to convey the impression that it is the 
constitutional right of every man who has 
371 grains of pure silver to take it to a 
mint and have it coined into a legal tender 
dollar. 
The constitution does provide that no 
State shall make anything but gold and 
silver coin a legal tender. But it does not 
specify the kinds of gold and silver coin 
Congress is empowered to coin. The consti- 
tution gives a power, but does not prescribe 
the manner in which it shall be exercised. 
The constitution does not order the coin- 
age of dollars,“ of “ eagles,” or of cents.“ 
The names which the American coins bear 
were given them by Congress. It could 
have given other names if it had seen fit 
to do so. . 
Nor does the constitution specify the num- 
ber of grains of gold or silver any coin 
should contain. That is a matter which 
was left entirely to the discretion of Con- 
gress. 
often by changing the quantity of metal in 
American coins. 
The mint act of the first Congress fixed 
the number of grains of pure silver in the 
silver dollar at 371%. Congress could have 
made it contain either more or less had it 
seen -fit to do so.. The constitution left it 
free to act, 
Congress determined the number of grains 
of metal the silver and the gold dollar should 
contain. It put fifteen times as many 
grains in the silver as it did in the gold 
dollar, not because the constitution so or- 
dered but because the statesmen of that 
day believed that commercially one ounce of 
gold was worth just as much as fifteen 
ounces of silver. 


of silver. So the Congress of 1834 changed 
the relative weight to 16 to 1 by reducing 
the quantity of gold in the gold dollar. The 
constitution was not violated thereby, nor 
would it have been violated if, instead of 
reducing the quantity of gold in the gold 
dollar, a little more silver had been put in 
the silver dollar. 
Was the ratio of 15 to 1, which prevailed 
from 1792 to 1834 an “ unconstitutional ” 
ratio? If not, then it was just as con- 
stitutional ” as 16 to 1, or 20 to 1, or 30 to 1, 
or any other ratio Congress may see fit to 
adopt, 
Neither in 1792 nor in 1884 did Congress 
go to the constitution to find out what the 
ratio should be. It endeavored to ascertain 
the relative values of gold and silver, so 
that the purchasing power of gold and silver 
dollars might be the same. : : 
Congress had no intention or desire to 
make the commercial value of the silver 
dollar but half that of the gold dollar, and 
then to declare it a full legal tender, equal 
to a gold dollar; nor did it say, enact, or in- 
timate that it could or would declare 44 
cents’ worth of coined silver bullion an 
equal legal tender for debts contracted in 
gold Worth 100 cents. Nor did it ever claim 
the right under the constitution to change 
the money standard of this country to halt 
value dollars in order to enable the govern- 
inent to cheat the holders of its bonds out 
of more than half their just, honest dues. 
If the Congress of 1792, which legislated 
while Washington was President and Ham- 
ilton and Jefferson were in his Cabinet, had 
found the metals as far apart in commercial 
value per weight as they are now that Con- 
gress would have put 800 grains of silver 
in the dollar instead of 871%. So would any 
other Congress that was seeking to estab- 
lish a truly bimetallic currency, where gold 
and silver dollars circulated concurrently. 
Then why do Bryan, Cockrell & Co. insist 
in their thousand and one speeches and in 
the oceans of ink they spill that the silver 
dollar of nowadays shall not weigh to ex- 
ceed 871% grains, or about 44 cents in gold,

EDGE OF ARATE WAR 


Chicago-Denver Fast Trains 


Still a Menace to Peace. 


EFFORTS TO KEEP TRUCE. 
Executive Officials Will Meet 
Again on Thursday. 


COMPROMISE PLAN OFFERED. 


Chicago-Denver lines are still on the 
ragged edge regarding an adjustment of the 
trouble caused by the starting of fast train 
service between Chicago and Denver. A 
strong effort was made yesterday by the 
executive officers of the Western roads to 
devise means whereby a rate war may be 
avoided, but when the meeting adjounred 
last evening the trouble was no nearer 
a settlement than it was last Saturday. 
Another effort to bring about an under- 
standing between the various roads will be 
made on Thursday, and in the meantime 
regular rates will be maintained by all the 


lines. 


The Santa Fé and one or two of the other 
roads which cannot make as fast tfme to 
Denver as the Northwestern-Union Pacific 
and Burlington lines are still firm in their 
determination to insist either on the dis- 
continuation of the fast train service or the 
enforcement of an extra fare. The North- 
western-Union Pacific and Burlington lines 
firmly resist this demand, though the lat- 
ter seems to be willing to take off its fast 
train if the Northwestern and Union Pacific 
will do so. 


Burt Makes a Statement. 


President Burt of the Unicn Pacific was 
present at the meeting and declared that 
the train was not put on to hurt any of the 
other roads, but simply because the North- 
western felt the need of a better day service 
between Chicago and Omaha, and his road 
deemed it advisable to improve the service 
between Omaha and Denver. 

The impression seemed to prevail, how- 
ever, that the real reason for putting on the 
fast train was a desire on the part df the 
Northwestern-Union Pacific to advertise 
their Chicago-Denver line via Omaha and 
Julesburg prior to the relinquishment of the 
Kansas Pacific. 2 

A propcsition was made by Vice President 
Morton of the Santa Fe to submit the ques- 
tion of extra fare on the fast train to ar- 
bitration, but President Bur: of the Union 
Pacific would not have it. E a 

One proposition was made which stands 
a slight chance of adoption at Thursday s 
meeting. It is to make a lower rate to 
Pueblo and Colorado Springs than to Den- 
ver. Such action, it is asserted, would give 
the Santa Fé and Rock Island a fair show 
for Colorado business, and at the same ‘ime 
prevent the manipulation of rates between 
Denver, Colorado Springs, aud Pueblo. 


Klondike Rate Troubles. 


Executive officers of all the American 
transcontinental lines were in session here 
yesterday and considered the Klondike rate 
trouble. They were unanimously of the 
opinion that equal rates must be made on 
business to Alaska and the Klondike, but 
felt that a strong effort should be made 
to preserve rates to Pacilic coast terminal 
points.

_ Exciting Race of Denver Trains. 

Denver, Colo., Feb. 7.—The Colorado spe- 
cial, the fast train of the Union Pacific and 
Northwestern, pulled into the Union Sta- 
tion today at 1:20, ten minutes ahead of 
schedule time, having accomplished the run 
from Chicago, 1,060 miles, in twenty-eight 
and one-half hours. A large crowd was 
present at the station to greet this innova- 
tion in rapid train service. The efficiency of 
the new service has been conclusively proven 
and its Success seems only a matter of time. 

The run from Omaha to Denver was en- 
livened b yan exciting race with the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, which left Chicago 
simultaneously with the Northwestern. The 
latter reached theswiich a few minutes ahead 
of the Burlington. General Manager Ed- 
ward Dickinson, Assistant General Paszen- 
ger Agent Alfred Darlow, and other officials 
of the Union Pacific boarded the special at 
Omaha and made the run into Denver. 

From Omaha to Denver the Burlington hit 
the time on the dot. There was no hitch to 
mar the race. One hot box on the dining car 
bothered some, and ome on the chair cara 
little more, but the time was easily caught 
and held in spite of these annoyances. The 
finish of the run was as exciting a b.t of 
tra vebng as one usually experiences in the 
West.

Michigan central Taxes. 


Lansing. Mich., Feb. 7.—[Special.]—Of- 
ficials of the Railroad Commissioners’ office 
have made a computation of the taxes the 
Michigan Central railway company will be 
required to pay in this State if last Sat- 
urday’s decision holding its special 
charter invalid is affirmed by the higher 
court. The charter applies only to the main 
line, whereas the earnings statements for 
last year thus far received by the commis- 
fioner are for the entire system. They show 
a decrease for 1897 of $105,380 from those of 
1895. Granting that the entire decrease is on 
the main line, which is not probable, the 
taxes to be paid by the company under the 
Merriman law this year will be $182,029, or 
$33,958 greater than if computed under the 
special charter. The actual increase is es- 
timated at $40,000. i

The committee began work on 
the books of Clerk A. N. Fessenden in the 
boird rooms to trace the record of every 
teacher to find her standing and to determine 
the galary she will be entitled to under the 
petition if granted. The work will probably 
occupy a day or more. 5 

It is acknowledged by all interested in the 
matter that the statistics of the cost of the 
increase, which resulted from the circular 
letter sent to the principals of the schowis by 
Trustee Gallagher, are wrong and do not ap- 
proximately estimate the additional amount 
that will be added to the pay-rolis of the 
teachers if the petition is granted. The 
teachers and the friends of the petitions 
say that $377,000, which is the amount of the 
estimated increase, is far too high. 

Trustee Strong said that if the teachers 
secured the favorable action of the Finance 
committee of the Council on the estimated 
needs of the board for 1899, which asks for 
educational purposes $600,000 over the tax 
levy, he will vote for the teachers’ petition 
when it comes before the board tomorrow 
nigut. 

Cusack Returns Today. 

Considerable anxiety is attached to the 
return to the city of Thomas Cusack, Vice 
President of the board, who has been in | 
Colorado for the last three weeks attending 
his wife, who has been ill with pulmonary 
trouble.

Smith Goes to Springfield. 


At the request of Thomas Brenan, Pliny 
B. Smith, who went to Springfield last night 
in behalf of the revenue legislation, took 
with him a copy of the section of the school 
law which it is proposed to have changed 
in behalf of the petition of the grade teach- 
ers. He will present the matter to Gover- 
nor Tanner today and learn from him 
whether it will be possible to secure from 
him the necessary legislation at the present 
session of-the Legislature. Mr. Smith told 
Mr. Brenan he had little hope that the Gov- 
ernor would consent to the Legisiature tak- 
ing up the subject, as the present session 
was called for a special purpose.

Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 7.—[Special.]—Three

For some time past Leiter’s 
agents have been trying to get some of the 
wheat across the Atlantic via Portland, and 
immense quantities were offered without 
success. The reason is that the Grand Trunk 
can easily fill all the ocean steamers at 
Portland with Canadian grain instead.

Dollard Tries in Vain to Get Sub- 
| scribers’ List. 


REPLEVIN SUIT MAY FOLLOW 


“So far as the Policemen’s Benevolent 
association is concerned,” said Chiéf Kip- 
ley yesterday, our object in getting out 
the history of the department was simply 
to get as much money as we could and turn 
it over to the association as a pleasant sur- 
prise. But it’s all off now. Every dollar 
collected, whether from corporations or in- 
dividuals, will be returned. The money 
expended on the work—$2,100—is mine and 
I will stand the loss of it. I am through 
with the whole matter. The money coliect- 
ed is in Captain Dollard’s hands and we ex- 
pect him to return it to the subscribers 
without delay. There never has been any- 
thing secret about this book.” 

While Chief Kipley’s History of the 
Chicago Police Department never will ap- 
pear, it may be the undoing of a gopd many 
persons mixed up in the controversy over 
its beginning. The officers and members 
of the Policemen’s Benevolent association 
are growing highly indignant because they 
now believe the history was floated as a 
scheme to benefit three or four men at the 
expense of their organization. Open war- 
fare on the Chief may be declared. Should 
he undertake to in any way punish Captain 
Dollard or other officers of the association 
for repudiating the enterprise, it is sald 
the 2,900 members will array themselves 
against him and demand his removal. 

Mayor Harrison said yesterday: 

“The entire matter seems to be a fight 
inspired by jealousy between Chief Kipley 
and a faction of the Policemen’s Benevolent 
association. I know nothing about the de- 
tails and am taking no interest in the mat- 
ter. Captain Dollard has the fund and he 
should return it to the persons who sub- 
seribed.“ 

Captain Dollard called on the Mayor in the 
afternoon and told him he was ready to 
turn back the money when he got the of- 
ficial Ust of subscribers. The Mayor ad- 
vised him to go and see Kipley. He did so, 
but the Chief refused to let the Captain take 
a copy of the list. Chief Kipley said: 

“You can look at the list, but I will not 
furnish you or anybody else a copy of it.“ 

The Chief's refusal raised the suspicion 
that the list he has does not contain the 
names of all the subscribers. 

Captain Dollard said he could not under- 
take to pay back the money he has to sub- 
scribers without knowing who they are. 
He declines to let Chief Kipley check it out. 

“IT am prepared,“ said the Captain, to 
give a bond of $100,000 for the safe keeping 
of the money any time it becomes necessary 
to do so, until I am furnished a Hst.”’ 

If the Chief persists in refusing to furnish 
Captain Dollard an official list replevin pro- 
ceedings may be commenced against him. 
He declined to give any sort of explanation 
why he refused. 

A story is told that before the canvassers 
started out for subscriptions Chief Kipley 
and his associates made up three lists of 
people they wanted subscriptions from. 
One contained the railroads and other cor- 
porations and the names of wealthy citi- 
zens; another the names of favored saloon- 
keepers; and the third took in gamblers and 
the levee people. ‘ 

Captain Dollard’s friends fear the Chief 
will undertake to get even with him by 
cutting him off when he retires from the 
force ma few days with a Desk Sergeant’s 
pension. The Captain says he has no fear 
that anything of the kind will be done. 
But if it is attempted then there will be a 
fight, and perhaps some disclosures. 


MOONSHINERS ARE IN REVOLT. 


Arrest of Five Illicit Whisky Makers 
May Lead to a Rising of Moun- 
tain Men. 


Little Rock, Ark., Feb. 7.—[Special. 1 
Deputy Marshals Burris and Robinson ar- 
rived from Cleburne County today, having 
in custody John Moody Jr., Hy Brown, 
James Phillips, Hugh Shook, and Alex Car- 
ter, whom they arrested in a raid near the 
Gin postoffice in that county. The officers 
captured three complete stills and 5,000 
gallons of beer. Moody and Phillips were 
taken before Commissioner O’Hair this aft- 
ernoon d sent to the penitentiary to await 
the actidn of the federal grand jury. The 
other men will be given a preliminary hear- 
ing on Tuesday. 

The arrest of these men has evidently 
stirred their companions. Revenue Collect- 
or Remmel this afternoon received the fol- 
lowing telegram from Prosecuting Attor- 
ney John T. Hicks, dated at Searcy: 

“Threatened uprising, forty men, near 
Hiram, caused by this recent raid near Gin. 
Send force tonight sufficient to protect eiti- 
zens. Very important.“ 

The moonshiners believe that they were 
betrayed by the citizens of the locality, who 
gave the information which led to thé ar- 
rest of the five leaders. Sheriff Gillam of 
White County and Sheriff Barret of Cle- 
burne have been notified of the trouble, and 
will doubtless appeal to the Governor for 
assistance if it is needed. 


HARD FIGHT AHEAD IN TOLEDO. 


Sunday Closin g Ordinance Will Be Bit- 
terly Contested by the Theaters 
and Saloons. 


Toledo, O., Feb. 7.—[Special. Tomorrow 
is set for the hearing of the several parties 
arrested yesterday for the violation of the 
Toledo Sunday closing ordinances. When 
the several cases were called in the police 
court today a request was made by the City 
Prosecutor for another day in. which to 
prepare for what is bound to be a sharply 
contested fight. The theatrical managers 
and saloonkeepers as well as other offenders 
have engaged leading counsel and will make 
a test of the matter. The first case will be 
that of Charles J. Strobel, who was manag- 
ing a sacred concert at the Valentine Thea- 
ter. Mayor Jones said this morning: 

As nearly as I can learn no one has any 
occasion to find fault with the attitude of 
the saloonkeepers yesterday. All reports 
that have reached me seem to indicate that 
they were law-abiding yesterday. 

The police did their duty, so far as I can 
learn, in an admirable manner. As to the 
extent of the Sunday law, the statute says 
all manual labor must be stopped. If there 
is the mora] sentiment against all Sunday 
business that there is against gambling it 
can be stopped, and it does not require much 
effort to do ft.” .

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Considerable feeling is being aroused among 
local underwriters against the large foreign con- 
cerns which reinsure heavy lines with German, 
English, and other European companies not au- 
thorized to do business is tes country. It is 
probable t action will be taken before the 
next session of the Legislature to secure the en- 
actment of a law prohibiting this method of re- 
insurance. Arguments are presented by the 
American companies that they are placed at a 
great disadvantage in handling large lines by the 
custom of reinsurance of these foreign companies. 
It is held that the home concerns are not able 
to compete with them in this matter. It is argued 
that the insurance so placed in Europe escapes al! 
taxation and all regulation by the insurance de- 
partments. They also claim that some of the 
companies which take the reinsurance are not as 
responsible as the assured has reason to believe 
from the standing of the foreign company licensed 
to do business here and acting as an agént. The 
companies which make a practice of reinsuring 
abroad say they are able to carry large lines in 
this way with less trouble to the assured than if 
he should be compelled to place the entire insur- 
ance in home companies or in the foreign com- 
panies admitted to the State.

GENERAL MANAGER HOPKINS TALKS 
or BRIBERY STORY. 
| | 
Aldermanic “Go-Between” Tried to 
Extert a Boodle Fund from the Al- 
ler L Company—Newspaper Re- 
porter, Whose Name He Declines to 
i Give, Told Him There Was a Disps- 
 gition in the Council to Secure the 
| Money, but No Proposal Was Made. 
Marcellus Hopkins, general manager of 
the Alley L railroad company, explained 
yesterday that Alderman H. 8. Fitch was 
mistaken when he reported that an Alder- 
manic “‘ go-between " had tried to hold up 
the company for $35,000 at the time the or- 
dinance granting the right to make the loop 
connection was pending. He said Mr. Fitch 
had misunderstood a conversation, and that 
his memory was at fault as to the facts re- 
lated by Mr. Hopkins. His explanation in 
brief is that a newspaper reporter, who is 
his personal friend, came to him with the 
‘{nformation that the Aldermanic gang was 
proposing a holdup to the amount of 385,000. 
He said positively the man made no offers 
to take any steps in the matter, and asserted 
his unshaken faith in the young man’s hon- 
‘esty and sincerity of purpose. Mr. Hop- 
kins would not give the reporter's name. He 
stated the facts thus: 
“When this company was about to intro- 
duce into the City Council the ordinance 
permitting it to build the little spur to con- 
nect with the Union loop, a young man, a 
personal friend of mine, connected with one 
ot the daily papers, said to me, ‘Any infor- 
mation I can get I'll be glad to give you,’ 
referring to the ordinance. The next time 
I saw him he told me there was a disposition 
to hold up the company when it introduced 
the ordinance. I saw him, I think, three 
times. The last time the information was 
that they would probably hold us up for the 
sum mentioned by Mr. Fitch. I at once re- 
ported to my people, without giving the 
name of my informant. They were indig- 
nant, and said they would not spend one 
cent in this manner. This is all there is to 
the story. If Mr. Fitch stated that a positive 
offer or proposition was made to me he sim- 
ply misunderstood what I told him. Per-

b. T. TORRENCE’S RECEIPT FILED 


Executor of the General’s Estate Claims 
That the Alleged Son’s Claim 
Has Been Satisfied. 


The Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, exec- 
utor of the estate cf General Joseph T. Tor- 
rence, filed a plea yesterday in the litigation . 
begun by David T. Torrence to have the 
will of his father declared null and void. 
The plea sets up as a defense to the suit that 
General Torrence gave his son on Feb. 20, 
1802, $2,500 and that fhe latter at that time 
executed an agreement acknowledging to 
have received his entire share of the estate. 
The paper which the executor asserts was 
‘signed by Dayjd T. Torrence is as follows: 

I, David T. Torrence, the son of Joseph T. Tor- 
“rence, being of lawful age, in consideration of the 
sum of $2,500, present advancement to me this 
day in hand paid by my said father, Joseph T. Tor- 
rence, the receipt of which is hereby acknowl- 
edged; and the further consideration that he, by a 
proper instrument, has released me from the 
payment to him or to his estate of any and all in- 
debtedness for money heretofore advanced to me, 
hereby acknowledge that I have received my full 
share of the property belonging to my father or 
to his estate, which I, as one of his heirs, under the 
law, would be entitled to receive, in the event he 
died intestate, and I hereby for myself and my heirs 
and representatives relinauish any and 
all claim to any further share or part said 
estate, and agree that in no event, whether he 
disposes of his property by will or dies intestate, 
will I ever, or any one claiming through or under 
me, set up any claim or right to any part or 
portion thereof. And for the consideration above 
set forth I hereby acknowledge myself, my heirs, 
and personal represeritatives forever barred and 
estopped from attempting to secure in any way 
whatever any further sum of money or property or 
| benefits from my father or from his estate. 

Im witness whereof I have this 20th day of 
February. 1892, for myself, my heirs, and personal 
representatives signed and sealed this instrument. 

DAVID. T. TORRENCE. 

The plea recites, that David T. Torrence 
executed the above document of his own free 
will. For this reason the defendant asks to 
have the bill dismissed on the above show- 
ing.

Judge Kohlsaat Decrees That $35,000 
Charged Against Mrs. Carolan Be

Judge Kohlsaat yesterday entered an or- 
der in connection with the George M. Pull- 
man estate, allowing the execuiors to omit 
from the inventory an item of $35,000 charged 
by Mr. Pullman against his daughter, 
Harriet Pullman Carolan. It was shown 
that this amount represented an advance 
made by Mr. Pullman to his daughter for 
the purpose of building a house, and that 
in the usual course it would have been 
charged off at the end of the year. Mr.

QUICK ACT OF GROSSCUP. 


Complainant Refuses to Have 
City Railway Involved. 


NO EVIDENCE ON THIS LINE. 


The General Electric railway company won 
an important victory yesterday afternoon 
in the United States District Court when the 
case of Charles Austin Bates against the 
General Electric was thrown out of court. 
Bates sought to have a receiver appointed, 
asked an injunction preventing the company 
from selling any more of its stock, and de- 
manded a general accounting; also that the 
company be declared dissolved and its assets 
distributed. Bates instituted this action 
some time ago. The General Electric com- 
pany resisted the suit vigorously. 

Recently the General Electric put in a plea 
that Bates had no interest in the action 
against the General Electric, but that the en- 
tire expense of the litigation was being 
borne by the Chicago City railway com- 
pany, which desired to kill off the Gen- 
eral Electric, which it feared as a rival on 
the South Side. 

Judge Grosscup asked the attorneys of 
Bates what they had to say about these al- 
legations. The court thought there should 
be introduction of evidence on the plea of 
the defendant. Bates’ attorneys would not 
consent to this, whereupon the court dis- 


missed the bill. An appeal was immediately |» 


taken to the Court of Appeals, which means 
that the General Electric company will be 
tied up in the courts for seven or eight 
months more. Ex-Judge Moran and Charles 
Aldrich, representing the company, feel, 
however, that they have won a great victory 
and that the case eventually will be settled 
in their favor. 

The entire afternoon was taken by Judge 


plea. 
Court Holds Against Bates. 

The court, when the final issue came, de- 
clared that if the plaintiff was an agent 
for some other party he was not a party 
before the court, and that his case had no 
standing. He said that if Bates had no in- 
terest in the case except what was insti- 
tuted by the Chicago City raitway company 
he was not asking anything, and the matter 
could not be considered. 

“I am much pleased with the court's de- 
cision,”’ said ex-Judge Moran. I must say 
I consider it an eminently just one. The 
General Electric company has been harassed 
almost to death by hostile litigation. The 
whole Brandenburg and Bates family have 
had more or less to do in bringing suits 
against the company. Every possible effort 
has been made to cast a shadow upon the 
future of the company, so that the promoters 
would not be abie to raise the money to 
finance the company. We are satisfied that 
all the munitions of war have been supplied 
by the Chicago City railway company, and 
we have plenty of evidence to that effect. 
We offered to submit this evidence in court, 
but the other side would not hear of it. Of 
course, if Bates has no real interest in the 
litigation he has no standing in court. This 
was the view the court took of it, and when 
the other side would not consent to argu- 
ment along these lines he quickly dismissed 
the bill.” | 

Scope of the General Electric. 

The General Electric railway company 
was formed in the summer of 1895 with a 
capital stock of $5,000,000. It secured 
franchises on a number of streets on the 
South Side, and it was said that the new 
company would be a strong rival to the 
Chicago City railway company, which then 
controlled all the street railway lines on 
the part of the city chosen for invasion. If 
the General Electric company had carried 
out its plans, its street car lines would have 
intersected those of the Chicago City rail- 
way at twenty-nine different places. 

Bates, who was a resident of New York, 
asserted in his original bill that he was 
the owner of 20,000 shares in the new com- 
pany, and that he had been denied the rights 
of a stockholder. He made serious allega- 
tions against Lucius Clark, Perry A. Hull, 
and E. J. Judd, who were said to be the 
promoters of the new concern. 


DRAINAGE BOARD DROPS CLERKS 


Force of the Engineering Department 
Ordered Reduced by Thirty 
Men. 


Thirty men will be dropped from the engt- 
neering department of the Drainage board 
on account of the closing up of contracts. 
There were 120 men on the roll of the de- 
partment Nov. 1. During that month Pres- 
ident Kelly dropped seventeen. President 
Boldenweck dropped twelve during Lecem- 
ber and January, and at a meeting of the 
Engineering committee yesterday it was 
agreed to drop thirty more, reducing the 
number to sixty-one.

1890 a. Judgment in Favor of the 
Colored Woman for Nursing His Dy- 
ing Wife—Evades Meeting Obliga- 
tion in One Way and Another—Attor- 
ney Campion Talks ot Going to the 
Grand Jury on a Perjury Charge, 


Mrs. Gussie Triggs, an intelligent and 
hard-working colored woman, was made 
happy yesterday by receiving payment for 
services rendered Richard C. Gunning, now 
South Town Assessor, prior to July 1. 1890, 
when she was employed as nurse in at- 
tendance upon Gunning’s dying wife. Mr. 
Gunning had fought the payment of a 
judgment for $105 that has been standing 
against him since July, 1890, 80 long and so 
bitterly that Mrs. Triggs had grown to fear 
she never would receive the money due her, 

In 1890 Mrs. Triggs went to Attorney Rob- 
ert W. Campion and asked him to bring sult 
against Gunning for services rendered, and 
on July 1 of that year a judgment in the 
sum of $105 was secured. A few days later 
an order for immediate execution was asked 
and granted, and after waiting the twenty 
days required by statute a levy was made 
on July 23. At that time Gunning made 
answer that he had no property. 

A later execution in the same year re- 
sulted in like manner, and in the year 1892 
Attorney Campion, with a constable, went 
to Mr. Gunning’s office with a third execu- 
tion and demanded payment of the judg- 
ment. On this occasion, Mr. Campion de- 
clares, he was told by Gunning the latter 
would see him in purgatory before the judg- 
ment would be paid. 

In 1895 Mr. Campion found Gunning run- 
ning an alleged bucket-shop at La Salle and 
Adams streets, and made another attempt to 
secure the money due his client, on this oc- 
casion levying on the furniture of the estab- 
een and the other equipment of the 
place. 

But Richard C. Gunning was not inclined 
to give in even yet. Through an attorney | 
he secured a temporary writ of injunction 
ty the constable in the case, Mrs. 

riggs, her attorney, and all others con- 
cerned, preventing them from proceeding 
to make a levy under the execution of judg- 
ment or from in any way interfering in his 
business. 

Great was the surprise of Attorney Cam- 
pion and Mrs. Triggs when the hearing on 
the injunction was had upon discovéring 
that the defendant's allegation was that he 
had never been summoned in the case, that 
no execution had ever been served upon 
him, no demand made for payment of the 
claita, and tb: he ese in no way informed 
of Mrs. Triggs’ claim against him. 

Attorney Campion showed the court copies 
of the summons that had been served at 
various times, also the executions of judg- 
ment, and the injunction was immediately 
dissolved. 

Nevertheless, the complainant failed to 
secure her due, and the case still dragged on. 

When Attorney Campion told Mrs. Triegs 
last Sunday that she was likely within the 
week to secure her money from Mr. Gun- 
ning the woman, from surprise and gratifi- 
cation, nearly fainted. Her spirits were 
revived yesterday, however, when Edward 
W. Morris, a colored attorney representing 
Mr. Gunning, paid to Attorney Campion the 
amount of the judgment and accrued inter- 
est—$157, 

Attorney Campion said he intended to take 
the case to the State’s Attorney’s office and 
„ Deiore Mr. Deneen the plea set up by 
Mr. Gunming in support of his application 
for an injunction in 1895, with a view to se- 
curing an indictment before the grand jury 
charging the South Town Assessor with 
perjury. 


TRY TO SAVE MERRY’S NECK. 


Attorneys for the Murderer to Take 
Photographs and Medical Evidence 
to Governor for a Commutation.

A photographer took several pictures of 
Wife Murderer Chris Merry in the County 
Jail yesterday. Merry posed in various at- 
titudes. Today Dr. J. G. Kiernan, Dr. G. 
Frank Lydston, and Dr. Fuel S. Rogers 
will make a careful physical examination 
of Merry. Dr. O. C. Hall has a plaster cast 
impression of the murderer’s hands. Dr. 
E. G. Talbot has already made a careful 
examination of the supposed degenera cc. 

The photographs and the reports of the 
physicians will be taken to Governor Tan- 
ner the latter part of this week by Colonel 
J. H. Davidson and Attorney Frank Fay 
Pratt, Merry's counsel, who will ask for a 
commutation to life imprisonment.

Merry does not expect the Governor to 
commute his sentence, but he wants a nine- 
ty-day extension of time to prepare to dle.

Merry guardian of Faul Christopher Merry, 
the 3-year-old son or Christopher and Pau- 
line Merry. The guardian is the grand- 
mother of the child. She resides at 82 
Sholto street. Attorney Timothy D. Hur- 
ley, representing the Visitation and Aid 
society, said he would oppose in court to- 
day the issuing of letters to Mrs. Merry, be- 
cause the society had heard that she was 
going to exhibit the boy in a museum to 
get money with which the murderer could 
press his application for a supersedeas. 


DENIES WORKING SN SUNDAYS. 


Superintendent Mathias Explains the 
Illinois Steel Compan’s Schedule 
of Hours. 


Superintendent Mathias of the South Chi- 
cago plant of the Illinois Steel company 
said yesterday in regard to the story from 
Pittsburg that employés were being forced 
to work on Sundays: 

We are not working Sundays and have 
not asked our men to do so. A few weeks 
ago, Owing to the crush of orders, we in- 
creased our working force and added one 
night a week to the schedule, making six 
days and six nights. At the start we made 
5 o’clock on Saturday night the closing hour 
and 6 o’clock Sunday night the beginning 
time, but at the request of the men we 
changed this so that we close at 10 p. m. 
on Saturdays and begin again at midnight on 
Sundays.“
